I am also greatly indebted to this officer for tha 
promptness with which he assisted me in the very difficult tack of reforming, after charging through 
the enemy’s camp, when the men were excited to the highest pitch, and when their services were re- 
quired to repel an expected attack on the rear guard. 

T alao request, that you will have the kindness to bring to the noticetof the Major General, the 
excellent conduct of Russuldar Surferay Khan, Jemadar Alladad Khan Nawab, and Duffadar Mhobut 
Khan. ‘The good conduct of these three native officers was most conspicuous throughout the day, 
and particularly on one oceasiou, when the regiment was moving over ground rendered nearly impas- 
sable by water-conrses, hedges, and deep cuts filled with thorns and lined by matchlock men; in 
advancing at the gallop over these obstacles sv many falls took place, that tore than fifty of our 
horses were lying on the ground at once; this occurred under a very heavy fire from the village and 
nullahs on the right of the enemy’s line, and on this oceasion the native officers above inentioned, re= 
formed their men and restored order in a style which was deserving of my highest admiration.

The Governor General directs the publication 
of the following extract from a latter, dated the 5th 
instant, Addressed to His Lordship by Tis Excel- 
lency the Governor of Seinde: 

“Thave received the enclosed account of one of 
the most gallant actions I ever read of. The 
damage to the boat is estimated at 200 rupees; but 
Iimaging, your Lordship will order the boatmen | 
more than a mere remuneration.” 

‘The Governor General directs, that one hundred | 
rupees, in addition to the estimated amount of the 
damage done to the boat, be puid to the Tindel. | 

The Governor General will be.gratified 1f His | 
Excellency the Governor in Council of Bombay | 
should sec fit to grant one step of rank to the jema- | 
dar, Mookunjee Naike, of the 15th regiment of 
Bombay nativé infantry, who commanded on the 
océasion of this gallant defence made for three 
days and nighga, by a small party of sepoys, against 
large numbers.of Beloachees, and likewise to the | 
havildan, the two naicks, and the six sepoys named 
by the jemadar, as having particularly distinguish- 
od themeelves. 

‘The Governor General requests, that His Ex- 
telleney the Governor of Scinde will eanse the 
Jemadar, and the several non-commissioned officers 
and sepoys, who composed the detachment engaged, 
to be infgemed, “that their very “brave” conduct has

Evidence of Jemadur Mookunjes Naik, V5th Regi- 
ment N. 1, relatine to the attack on his dtach= 
ment, strength as below,* by a party of Bel rochers, 
estimated at from 800 to 1,000 men, on the 19th,

On the morning of the 19th February 1843, 

about 11a M,a party of Beloochees, consisting 

of about 25 horse and 50 font, fell suddenly pou 





| my patty, when we were quietly cooking our din- 


ners, without the slightest suspicion of any attack, 
or of any enemy being nenr us, ‘The enemy rush- 
ed_into the lines with loud shout of “Deen,” 
* Deen,” “ All,” “Alli,” and at once killed Mr. 
Barnes, the sub-conductor, and his wife, who wero 
in their house close to the lines. On hearing the 
shouta and seeing the enemy, J called ont to my 


| men aa there was no possibility of  fulling them 


in” to fire away from their houses, and that now 
was the time to aequit themselves hike mon. 


‘The sepoys immediately obeyed my orders and 
killed nine of the enemy at the first discharge; two 
of whom were chiefs, and one of whom I shot my= 
eclf. Thé enemy upon this retreated from both 
sides of the bute, having killed two of my sepoys 
and wounded five others. As soon as they had re- 
treated to a short distance, I fell in the detachment 
and looked about for some defensible position, but 
seeing none, I ordered my men to take up the 
wounded, and with our arts and ammunition only, 
we marched to a larga boat which was moored to 
the bank, about thirty paces from our huts, of 
which we took possession withthe consent ofthe 
tindel “ Buskkoo,” who was on board, ant rendered 
us every assistance. Jmmedihtely we were all on 
hoard, [cut the cable and pushed off into deep 
water under a very heavy fira of matehlocke. The 
enemy by this time amounted to at least’ 500, and 
their number was every moment increasing. In get- 
ting on board the Guat I had threo more of my men 
wounded, and bat for the high aides of the boat, 
which sheltered us from thestorm of bullets we could 
not possibly have escaped. After leaving the bank, 
we floated ur the river about half a cosa as the tide 
wae rising, and anchored the boat in deep water, 
the Beloochees keeping a heavy fire upon us from 
both banks. On seeing us get on board the boat, 
the Beéelsechees seized ‘nother large Cotra which 
had just’ arrived fromCutch, and having embarked

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about 200 men, pushed off in pursuit of us, butthe 
Cotra after proceeding about 100 yards, grounded ; 
the enemy then procured a amaller boat similar to 
the one we were in, and pursued us in that; on 
secing them coming, wo weighed anchor and float- 
ed up in the ‘Tatta direction, occasionally retura- 
ing the enemy’s fire which was very heavy, both 
from the boat aud the ‘banks, When the tide 
turned we cast anchor, upon which the Beetor- 
chees put ont men to éow their boat up to us, upon 
which we fired upon the men who were fuer sj. aud 
thus prevented their hoat approaching never to 
ours. Theenemy then got out six jinguls from 
the Cotra and tried to sink us with them, but these 


bad no effect, as they did not know how to use | 


them, In this manner advancing, when the tide 
rose and anchoring in deep water when it receded, 
we continued to fight incessantly for three days 
aut nights On the morning of the 22d. the euemy 
fled, and a banyan came on board our boat and in 
formed us, that the English had taken pcssession 
of Lyderabad, and that the whole country had be- 
come ours. We thereupon returned to Vikkur, 
and on the 23d we proceeded to Annee Bunder, 
where we found the boat sent from Kurrachee by 
Lieutenant Preedy on the 17th, and which had 
arrived on the morning the fight commenced, and 
had been seized by the enemy. ‘The tindel of the 
river boat rendered us the greatest assistance, gave 
‘us food and behaved most nobly. The whole of 
the detachment behaved most bravely, but the 
following six men particularly distinguished 
themselves :

The jemadar reports that he had for two or three 
days previous to the attack, observed bodies of 
men coming down the river and landing at Vikkur, 
and that he had enquired who they were, and was 
informed that they had come down by order of the 
Ameers, to collect the grain which is collected an- 
nually on account of Government; that he had 
doubted the truth of this, and had brought the as- 
sembly of these men to the notico of Mr. Barnes, 
but he had replied, that thero was no danger to bo 

“ apprehended. On the morning of the attack, the 
jemadar had again drawn Mr. Barnes’ attention to 
‘the people collecting around the village; but the 
conductor had again assured him, that he need not 
to be under any apprehension, ‘The jemadar atates, 
that the river boat in which he and his party fought 
was much injured by the enemy : the tindel should, 
therefore, be reimbursed for the loss sustained.

An Act concerning Appeals in the Presidencies of 
fort William ia Bengal and Bombay. 

I, Whereas in the Presidencics of Fort William 
in Bengal and Bombay, Courts subordinate to the 
Zillah and City Courts have original jurisdiction 
in Suits for a value amounting to 10,000 Com- 
pany’s Rupees and upwards, in whieh Appeals 
may be preferred eventually to Her Majesty in 
Council, and it is expedient that in all such cases 
the Ordinary Appeal should be heard and deter- 
mined by the Sudder Courts; and it is oxpedient 
also that, in those Presidencies, in all cases for an 
amount or value less than 10,000 Company's 
Rupees decided by Principal Sudder Ameens, 
Ordinary Appeals should be heard and determined 
by the Judges of the Zillah and City Courts ;— 

It is hereby enacted, that in the Presidencies of 
Fort William in Bengal and Bombay, all ordinary 
Appeals from Decrees passed by Courts eubordi- 
nate to the Zillah and City Courts in Original 
Suits for an amount or value not less than 10,000 
Company's Rupees, shall be beard and determined 
by the Sudder Courts. 

Il. And it is hereby enacted, in modification of 
Section 4, Act No. XXV. of 1837, and of Section 
2, Regulation VIL. of 1831, of the Bombay Code, 
that in the Presidencies of Fort William in Ben- 
gal and Bombay, all Ordinary Appeals from the 
Decrees passed by Principal Sudder Amcens 
in Original Suits for an amount or value less thaa 
10,000 Company’s Rupees, shall be heard and de- 
termined by the Judges of the Zillah and City 
Courts to which they are suboriinate respectively.

Sin,—I beg leave to report to you for the in- 
formation of the Board, that after coasting off Her 
MV’s Ship “ Indymion,” in 85° 30’ East Long. and 
16° 40’ N. Latitude, I proceeded in a W. S. Wes- 
terly direction in search of the Shoal said to have 
been discovered by the Bark “Planet,” I ran in 
this direction about 61 miles, when I hove too for 
the night with my head to the Southward and 
Eastward, being at this time about 10 miles S. of 
the epot where the Shoal was said to lay. At day 
light the next morning, 1 started again steering 
‘West for 21 miles, when I turned and stood back 
eteering E. by N. with a good look out from the 
‘Mast Head, and the lead hove carefully every hour. 
At noon I found I was in Long. 84° 6’ E. and Lat. 
16° 40’ N. having been set considerably to the 
Northward during the night. I stood again to the 
Sd. and Eastward for 22 miles, crossing over the 
spot where the Shoal was said to be, but seeing 
no appearance thereof, L recommenced my Tra- 
verse according to the Sketch sent me by the Board, 
steering E. by N. on one tack, and W.N. W. on 
the other, covering ace of 20 miles East and 
Weit of the spot where it was supposed to exist, 
until 1 had worked away to the Northward in the 
Lat. of 16° 57’ N. when I gave up the search, not 
having seen the slightest appearance of any Shoal, 
or obtained sounding at 60 fathoms water. The 
weather all the time remarkably clear, yet not the 








slightest appearance ever of discolored water could 
be seen from our Mast Heads.

TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION BETWEEN HER MAJESTY AND TUL 
EMPEROR OF ALL THE RUSSIAS, 
Stexep at Sr. Pererspuran, Javuary 11, 1843, 


[Ratifications exchanged at London, January 31, 1843.) 





In the name of the Most Holy and Indivisible 
‘Trinity. 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, and His Ma- 
jesty the Emperor of all the Russias, being desir- 
‘ous of extending, increasing, and consolidating 
the commercial relations between their respective 
dominions and possessions, and of thereby procur- 
ing all possible facilities and encouragements for 
those of their subjects who partake in those rela- 
tions; and bemg persuaded that nothing can more 
contribute to the accomplishment of their mutual 
wishes in this respect, than the reciprocal aboli- 
tion of the differential and countervailing duties 
which are at present exacted and levied on the 
vessels or produce of either of the two States in 
‘the ports of the other, have named as their Pleni- 
potentiaries fur the conclusion of a ‘Treaty to this 
effect, that is to say: 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, the Right Ho- 
nourable Charles Baron Stuart de Rothsay im the 
Isle of Bute, Peer of Parhament, Member of the 
Privy Council, Kuight Grand Cross of the 
Most Honourable Order of the Bath, and of the 
ancient Order of the Tower and Sword of Portu- 
gal, Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary to His Majesty the Emperor of all the 
Russias ; 

‘And His Majesty the Emperor of all the Rus- 
sia, the Sieur Charles Robert Count Nesselrode, 
His Privy Councillor, Vice-Chancellor, Member 
of the Council of the Empire, Knight of the Or- 
ders of Russia, and of several others; and the 
Sieur George Count Cancrine, General of Infan- 
try, Minister of Finance, Member of the Council 
of the Kimpire, Kuight of the Orders of Russia, 
and of several others; 

Who, after having communicated to each other 
their respective full powers, found in good and 
due form, have agreed upon and coucluded the 
following Articles : 


ARTICLE I. 


There shall be reciprocal freedom of Navigation 
and Commeree for the ships and subjects of the 
. two High Contracting Powers, io all parts of their 
:Tespective dominions where Navigation and Com-

ARTICLE HL 


In consideration that British ships arriving di- 
rectly from other countries than those belonging 
to the High Contracting Parties, are acmitted 
with their eargocs into the ports of the Itus- 
sian Empire, without paying any other duties 
whatsoever than those payable by Russian ves- 
sels; and in cousideration of the advantages 

in this respect, the present Treaty spe- 
ly grants to British Commerce in the 
Grand Duchy of Finland; it is agreed that from 
the date of the exchango of the ratifications 
of the present ‘Treaty, Russian vessels arriv- 
ing from the mouth of the Vistula, the Nie- 
men, or any other river which forms the outlet 
ofa navigable stream having its source in the 
dominions of His Majesty the Emperor of all the 
Russias, or passing through the said dominions, 
shall be admitted, with their cargoes, into the 
ports of the United Kingdom of Great Bi and 
Treland, and of all the possessions of Her Britan- 
nick Majesty, exactly in the same manner asif 
those vessels arrived directly from Russian or 
Finish ports, with all the privileges and unmuni- 
ties agreed upon by the present Treaty of N 
gation and Commerce. In like manner, Russian 
vessels proceeding from any port of Great Bri- 
tain, or of the Britich possessions, for the mouth 
of any of the above-mentioned rivers, shall be 
treated as if they were returning toa port of the 
Empire of Russia, or of the Grand Duchy of 
Finland. It is, however, understood, that these 
privileges shall apply to Russian vessels and their 
cargoes, with respect to places situated at the 
mouths of the above-mentioned rivers, only so 
Jong as British vessels and their cargoes shall he 
treated at those places, on their arrival and de- 
Parture, on the same footing with Russian vessele. 












ARTICLE IV, 


All produetions of the soil, industry, and art of 
the dominions and possessions of His Majesty the 
Emperor of all the Russias, including the said 
productions which may be exported by the rivers 
or streams mentioned in the preceding Article, 
and which may be imported into the ports of the 
United Kingdom and the possessions of Her Bri- 
tannick Majosty; and also all the productions of 
the aoil, industry, and art of the United Kingdom 
and possessions of Her Britannick Majesty, which 
may be imported into the ports of His Majesty 
the Emperor of all the Russias, shall enjoy re- 
ciprocally, in all respects, the same privileges nd 
immunities, and may be imported and exported 
exactly in the same manner, in vessels of the one

vessels, shall be subject to the same duties only as 
would be payable upon the same articles, if they 
were insported in [3iitish yessels. 











In like manner, all articles which are not the 
productions of the soil, mdustry, and art of the 
Teepretive States or of their possessions, and 
which may be legally imported from the ports of 
the United Kingdom, and of’ all the possessions of 
Her Dritannick Majesty, into the ports of Dis 
Majesty the Emperor of all the Russias, in Bri- 
tish vessels, shall be subject tothe same dutics 
only which would be payable npon the same arti- 
cles, if they were imported in Russian vessels. 

Her Britannick Majesty grants by this ‘Treaty 
to Russian navigation and trade, all the benctits 
and privileges of navigation and commerce now 
enjoyed, or which may hereafter he enjoyed, by 
the most favoured natios under existing laws 
and Acts of Parhament, or in virtue of Orders in 
Council, or Treaties. 








ARTICLE VI. 


All merchandize and articles of commerce which, 
according to the stipulations of the present Treaty, 
or according to the laws and ordinances in force in 
the respective Countries, may be legally imported 
into or exported from the domivions and posses- 
sions of the two [igh Contracting Parties, either 
under the Brinsh flag. or nnder the Russian flag, 
shall, in hke manner, be subyect to he same duties, 
whether imported in vesscls of the other State, or 
in national vessels: and the same bounties, draw- 
backs, and advantages shall be granted upon all 
merchandize and articles of commerce which may 
be legally exported from the ports of either State, 
whether exported in vessels of the one or in vessels 
of the other State. 





ARTICLE VIL 


All merchandize and articles of commerce which 
shall be imported into, deposited or warehoused in, 
the ports of the dominions and possessions of the 
High Contracting Parties, shall be subject, while 
80 warehoused, to the same regulations, conditions, 
and duties, whether imported in British or in Rus~ 
sian vessels, In the samo manner, the re-exporta- 
tion of such merchandize or articles of commerce 
shall be treated ir the same manner, and be liable 
to the payment of the same duties, whether export= 
ed in British or in Russian vessels. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


No priority or preference shall be given, directly 
or indirectly, by either of the two Governments, 
or by any Company, Corporation, or Agent acting 
in ite nate or under its authority, in the purchase 
of any production of the soil, industry, or art of 
either of the two States and their possessions, im- 
ported into the ports of the other, on secount of the 
nationality ¢f the vessel in which such article may 
have been imported ; it being the fixed intention 
of the two Contracting Parties, that no difference

which will re-appear every half minute. 


The additional Flashing Light established in 1838, near the above Fixed Light will then be 


discontinued. 


The new Revolving Light will be visible 8 leagues, and will be distinguished from that of Calais 
by the difference of their respective intervals, that of Calais being 90 seconds, and that of Grinez only 
90 seconds; and further, the bright glares of Calais Light are separated by perfect darkness, wlule in 
the intervals between those of Grinez a faint light will be visible to vessels within the distance of four 


leagues, 


LIGHT OF POINT d’ALPRECK. 


On the same day the Vixed Light on Point Alpreck, in latitude 50° 41/87” N. and longitude
